So more and more people are going to try to get their credit 
n card into your pocket . . . in increasing variety. 
Is this good or bad? 
Well, frankly, it depends on you. 
■ 
Credit cards are a good thing IF used for the right reasons. 
* If used for the wrong reason, they’re murder. 
The right reasons are these: for conven- 
lience; to cut down the amount of cash you 
must carry; to eliminate the hazard of run­ 
ning out of cash while away from home; to 
help you keep track of your expenditures; to 
furnish an automatic written record of 
ex 
j penses. 
[j 
The wrong reasons are all wrapped up in 
one big one: namely, to be able to buy things 
i for which you don’t have the money. 
Is the cost of this credit reasonable? Yes, 
the cost of most general credit cards is only 
three to twelve dollars a year. 
That’s cheap 
enough when you consider the service render­ 
ed. 
Some specific credit cards are free . . . 
like most gasoline credit cards. 
You 
don’t 
pay any more for the product. 
The issuers of credit cards are not actually 
rent on borrowed money. 
They’re getting their pay either in 
terms of Jocked-in business, or by getting a commission from 
the restaurants, hotels, transportation services which honor your 
credit card. (Often the resaurants and other business people get 
tired of paying this commission, and urge their own individual 
credit cards on customers.) 
The big credit card companies. Hilton, 
American Express, 
Diners Club, have arrangements with thousands of stores, trans­ 
port companies, restaurants in all parts of the world. You can 
buy a haircut in Bombay, a corsage in Chicago, a suit of clothes 
in New York. 
But still you’ll find places where the card you 
happen to carry won’t be honored. So, should you therefore 
collect a whole bunch of credit cards 
I say, no. 
If you’re going to use credit cards, I favor holding it to the 
minimum which will serve you on your particular beat. 
Why? 
Well, if you lose one or two or three credit cards, that’s one thing. 
But if you lose a whole short-snorter full of them, you’re in 
trouble. 
What do you do if you lose a credit card? 
Immediately notify the credit card issuing company. Phone 
their nearest office. If that isn’t feasible because of the hour of 
the day, wire. 
Now this is important: immediately follow it up in writing. 
It isn't official until it’s in writing. (A copy of a wire will serve 
this purpose.) 
Until it’s in writing and received by them, you’re responsible 
for every item which may be charged against that card. 
What if you notify them in writing, but lots of items are 
charged against the card after they receive notice in writing? 
Well, that gets sticky. It’s going to depend upon the individual 
credit card company involved, and the amount of the bill. 
The big credit card companies have signed up thousands of 
shops which honor their cards. Some claim 30-40-50,000 outlets. 
You know very well they can't notify 40,000 stores that Slim Jim 
from Jamaica lost his credit card. 
In 24 hours, that Slippery Sam the Con Man can run up one 
whale of a bill on 
your card. 
He can 
buy three suits, a wrist 
watch, a suitcase to pack them in, a farewell dinner for his 
friends and a ticket to the other coast to get away from you. 
Give him 48 hours and he can put you with ease $4,000 in the hole. 
Not only that but 
he or his big-time 
partners can cash bad 
checks on your account, using the. credit cards as identification. 
Credit cards are an enormous convenience when traveling. 
You can carry a flat wallet; you can instantly establish credit 
among strangers who don’t know' you; you can forget the gnaw­ 
ing concern of being stranded in Wichita without escape money.

LBJ to Try Again 


For New Department

President Johnson is about to 
make another pitch to Congress 
for a Department of Transport­ 
ation. 
Why? Who needs another fed­ 
eral agency when there are 35 
already functioning in the trans­ 
portation field? 
If you travel frequently or are 
in the shipping business you al­ 
ready know the transportation 
business is feeling the strain of 
a booming economy and a rap­ 
idly growing population. 
The federal 
government 
is 
now spending $6.6 billion an­ 
nually on highways, waterways, 
ocean-going shipping and sup­ 
port of airlines. 
Just to give you an idea of 
what the regulatory agencies 
are up against there are 42 tril­ 
lion freight rates on file m 
Washington covering every con­ 
ceivable item 
and means of 
movement. 
The 
private 
investment 
in 
transportation is $140 billion. 
By 
1980 
the 
transportation 
needs of the nation are expected 
to double, assuming the econo­ 
my continues to grow at the 
rate of about 4H per cent an­ 
nually. 
By the year 2,000 the trans­ 
port needs are expected to do­ 
uble again, 


This doubling is not a straight 
line matter in terms of costs. 
For example, the assets of the 
nation's railroads have a book 
value of $30 billion. But the De­ 
partment of Commerce figures 
that to replace what the rail­ 
roads now own would cost $70 
billion. 
Thus, if the need for rail 
transport doubles by 1980, the 
total investment by that year 
would be close to $140 billion—a 
minimum of $280 billion by 2,000 
if costs remain stable—which is 
unlikely. 
A guess would be that the 
capital investment in moving 
people and goods in 1980 will be 
somewhere in the neighborhood 
of $400 billion. Double that and 
add what you think will be the 
cost of inflation and you can 
reach your own conclusions on 
what the investment need will 
be in 2,000. 
In 1950 there were 52.3 million 
units of transportation in the 
U n i t e d 
States—automobiles, 
trucks, railroad cars, barges, 
ships and aircraft. 
In 1965 there were nearly 90 
million automobiles and trucks 
alone choking the cities and 
crowding the highways. 
• * * 
Over the past 65 years the 
world has seen the develop­ 
ment of twro new and major 
forms 
of 
transportation—the 
motor vehicle and the airplane. 
There are two improvements 
waiting in the wings. 
One is the surface-effect ship 
which will skim waterways at 
100 miles an hour, the other is 
the 
development 
of what 
is 
called containerized cargoes. 
The surface-effect ship will 
ride on a cushion of air. While 
motionless it is a ship. At maxi­ 
mum speed it is an aircraft. 
Should it be regulated by the 
Maritime Administration or the 
Civil Aeronautics Board? 
Over the past three months 
agreements have been signed in 
Great Britain to begin an ex­ 
periment in what the trade calls 
containerization.

it IT IS A COLORFUL time of the year 
in Bahia as the long string of seasonal holi­ 
days (beginning with Christmas and ending 
with carnival in February) is now in full 
force! 
Almost all of them are religious in 
nature but a few- are more of a preview of 
carnival, They usually begin with a religious 
procession to the church where the event is 
to take place. Inside the church is the mass 
and outside are elaborate decorations and 
booths featuring typical foods of Bahia. The 
women in their native dress are always 
present, serving hot food which they cook 
over a small fire right in the street. The 
general effect of these events is that of a 
county fair at home but when you mingle 
in. the crowds you come across many interest­ 
ing sights—the samba schools for instance 
and groups of men practicing capoera — 
a native dance which appears to be a fight. 
And there are always many who just go 
around dancing as the excitement is building 
up to carnival. The result of these holidays 
is a complete standstill as far as work is 
concerned. 
Nobody here would think of 
working on a holiday and every day seems 
to be a holiday.

He said that he never be­ 
fore could have said that one slum was 
worse than another, but now he can say 
that the “ alegados” of Bahia are about the 
worst conditions he’s ever seen.
